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A collection of birds which had been made at Elgon and 
Londiani, B. E. A., in the year 1914 by Dr. Leo Bayer has 
been sent to the Zoological Museum of Christiania, where 
Professor Dr. Th. Odhner has named the greatest number. 
Some of them, however, he kindly remitted to me for in- 
spection, and among them were a few which may deserve 
to be specially mentioned or even described. 

Turturoena sliarpei Salvadori. — A specimen from 
» Junction Camp., B. E. A., 5 /s 1914». »Iris orange, legs pink» 
according to notes on the label from the hand of Mr. H. J. 
Allen Turner. This beautiful specimen agrees with Sal- 
vador^ and Rothschild’s descriptions and plates and is 
undoubtedly a male, although by a lapsus calami signed »$». 
Length of wing 176 mm. 

Another specimen from »Z’wani Swamp, Elgon, B. E. A., 
29 /3 1 9 1 4 » is also labeled $ and this is I think the hitherto 
undescribed female of this species. Head and neck »mineral 
brown» (Dauthenay: Rep. d. Coul. 339, 2), in some shades 
of light a hardly perceptible golden bronzy gloss may be 
discerned on the nape. The forehead is duller, somewhat 
more greyish, but without any line of demarcation, ear coverts 
darker brown. Lower part of hind-neck and sides of neck 
black with strong metallic gloss which in some lights is ame- 
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thystine, but in others appears green. The remainder of the 
upper parts, wings and tail slaty black, wing-quills a little 
more brownish. The black tail-feathers are provided with a 
narrow, dark grey apical band which is very little defined 
above, but a little better below. Throat grey with a mineral 
brown tinge produced by minute frecklings. Lower parts 
otherwise slate grey, extremely finely freckled with mineral 
brown. These frecklings produce a decided brown tinge on 
the upper breast, but on the other parts they are less dense 
and, although the colour is made less pure by them than it 
would have without them, they are hardly visible except 
under the magnifying glass. On the tips of the under tail 
coverts the brown frecklings are again concentrated as to 
produce more or less conspicuous brown edges. Under wing 
coverts and flanks slaty black. »Iris scarlet, legs pale crim- 
son. » Length of wing 172 mm. 

The female of Turluroe.ua sharpei is evidently generally 
darker above and less brown below than the female of T. 
delegorguei. 

Francolinus mulemas Grant. — 3 specimens probably 
all from Elgon, but only one fully labeled: »Z’wani Swamp, 
Elgon, B. E. A., 2 A 1914. Iris brown, legs yellowish drab.» 
Having determined the specimens as above, I sent one of 
them to Professor Reichenow for comparison, and he kindly 
replied that the specimen sent to him represented his Fran- 
colinus adolfi-friderici. It is thus with full authority stated 
that the latter is identical with Fr. midemce, as has been 
supposed. 

Astur tacliiro tenebrosus n. — 1 J from Londiani u /s 
1914. 

The whole bird above and below black. The under parts 
darker than the darkest shade of »warm sepia» (Dagthenay: 
Rep. de Coul. 305, 4 ) without any markings. The upper 
parts still darker except that the basal parts of the feathers 
of the nape are white. The wing-quills a little paler »warm 
sepia» (305, 2 ) so that darker transverse bars can be seen; 
these are better visible on the more greyish under side of 
the quills. The dark brown tail-feathers have three small 
white transverse spots on the inner web which gradually 
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disappear on the outer quills. Three or four broad, although 
badly defined black cross-bands can also be discerned on 
the central tail-feathers, but they become also more and more 
obsolete on the outer ones. 

Length of wing 212 mm. but this measurement is probably 
too small, because the quills are much worn. Culmen from 
cere 15,3 mm.; tarsus 63 mm.; tail 183 mm. 

This dark Hawk is evidently a bird adapted to the life 
in dark forests. It is, however, difficult to decide whether 
it represents a constant local race, or only is a melanistic 
aberration. Against the latter hypothese speaks the fact 
that the white markings on the nape and tail-feathers are 
not obscured. It has therefore appeared convenient to give 
it a subspecific name. 

Campepliaga martini Jackson. — Two female specimens 
from Londiani l j± 1914. This Cuckoo-Shrike was only a few 
years ago described from Nandi, thus the present locality is 
not very far distant from the type-locality, but appears ne- 
vertheless worth recording. As Jackson only defines the 
yellow colour of the under parts with the following words: 
»Differs from the female of C. quiscalina in having the chest 

and rest of underparts much paler yellow » this 

might possibly be misunderstood in such a way that the 
underparts of C. martini were pale yellow. This is, however, 
not the case. According to the nomenclature in Dauthenay: 
Rep. de Couleurs, the colour in question may be termed 
»Buttercup Yellow» (n:o 22, 3 ). 

One of the specimens which probably is young has the 
throat washed with isabelline, and crown and nape with an 
olivegreen tint produced by narrow edges to the feathers. 

Length of wing in both specimens 99 mm. 

Zosterops bayeri n. sp. — The collection contains two 
typical specimens of Zosterops jacksoni Neum. from Elgon, 
and a third specimen, a male, from Londiani which in several 
respects differs from the first mentioned so that it probably 
represents a separate form which I venture to name for the 
collector. 

Upper parts a little more yellowish than Dauthenay’s 
lightest shade of »sap green» (1. c. 280, 1 ) but more saturated 
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and less yellowish than the corresponding parts of Z. jack - 
soni. The yellow frontal band is similar to Dauthenay’s 
»golden yellows (1. c. 26, 2 ), thus strikingly different from 
the frontal band of Z. jacksoni which is ^Primrose yellow » 
(1. c. 19, 3 ). In the new form the frontal band is less broad, 
but more sharply defined behind than in Z. jacksoni , in 
which latter it shades more gradually into the »dull yellow- 
greens (1. c. 292) of the crown. The chin is golden yellow, 
the fore-neck, belly and under tail-coverts »Primrose yellow» 
(19,4). The yellow-green of the flanks almost meets across 
the breast. Under wing-coverts light yellow. Bill larger 
than in Z. jacksoni , culmen measuring 11,7 mm. Wing 65 
mm., while the same measurement of Z. jacksoni varies between 
58 and 62 (in the present specimens from Elgon resp. 59 and 
61 mm.). 

Apalis porplij rolaema Rchw. Neum. — Two specimens 
from Elgon procured at an altitude of 11,000 feet the same 
day, viz. 3 /s 1914. One of these agrees fully with the de- 
scription with the exception that it perhaps is darker (iron 
grey) on the back, so that there is not such a great difference 
between the colour of the back and that of the tail as 
Reichenow’s coloured figure (Vogel Afrikas, PI. 21) appears 
to indicate. I do not think, however, that this difference is 
of any importance. The other specimen is more aberrant. 
Its grey upper parts have a slight olivaceous tint, and the 
under parts are in a similar way somewhat tinged with yel- 
lowish. The throat has only a few »brownish terracotta»- 
coloured (Dauthenay, 322, 1 ) feathers on one side, but is 
otherwise entirely whitish with a slight yellowish tint. Ac- 
cording to Jackson (The Ibis, 1901) both sexes of this species 
are similar. The differences pointed out above are thus no 
doubt to regard as characteristics of the juvenile plumage 
not yet described. This is further proved by the appearance 
of the feet and the somewhat paler bill which indicate a 
young bird. 

Pratincola torquata salax Verr. — Two male specimens 
both collected on Elgon at an altitude of 11,000 feet resp. 
29 /4 and 3 /s 1914. These two specimens are of interest, be- 
cause they illustrate the variability of this Stonechat. The 
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specimen shot 29 /i has the rufous breast patch fully developed, 
and pale (whitish) inner edgings to the wing-quills. In the 
other specimen the rufous of the breast is practically quite 
absent as it only can be traced as minute tips to some few 
rami of the feathers; the wing-quills have brown edgings, the 
under wing-coverts are black. This specimen evidently ap- 
proaches Pratincola albofasciata in a similar way as Hartert 1 
has reported about two specimens collected resp. at Buguera 
and Nandi. In consequence of this this he refers both salax 
and albofasciata as subspecies under P. torquata , and the 
existence of such intermediate links appears really to prove 
that both forms only have subspecific value. The author 
quoted separates also P. axillaris and P. salax as distinct 
subspecies saying that the latter has pale, the former dark 
edgings to the wing-quills. The fact that the present speci- 
mens from the same locality on Elgon exhibit both charac- 
teristics, proves, however, that Reichenow’s opposite view 
is more correct when he unites 2 both under the older name 
salax. With regard to size these specimens from Elgon are 
similar, the length of wing being in both 71 mm.
